We have been more than & week without any
particolor news; the Iatest event i the depart-
ure of the Prince Napoleon on i special mivsion
to his pupacin-law, YVigtor Emanuel, As it is oot
Hkely the Emperor would send his dear eousin
on ‘s wild-goose chase,” we have every hiope
that the proposald borne by Pion-Plon will be
necepted,

Austrin, at bay, seems determined to defend
iteell to the last, A councll of the Imperial
family was held o fow deys ngo, and it was de
olded to conquer or to die,

| NAPSBURG'S LAST RFPORT,

The Emperor of Austrin whll give the Pros
siane battle along the bankssot the Danube,
within sight of Vienna, It e stated with cer
taintly that 400,000 Kaiserlichs awnlt the enzmy
in an intrenched camp at Floridsdort, The st
struggle i perhups toking place while we are
writing these lines. Ardhduke Albrecht, the
Anatrian Communder-in-Chief, has addresed a
most  aflecting proclamation to his troops
Bhould the day again turn ageinet the House o
Hapsburg, Francis Jogseph will have o sock bos
pitality from bis Gaithiul Magyars.

The questton =, Will he be well recelved by
them, alter having so often fooléd them to the
top of theirbent? We hear. thal Kossuth, the
hero of 1849, fs in the Tyeol at the head ol
Hungaran fteglon, nnd that he bhas igsued o
proclamation, which has been handed about in
Hungary, und in which L= oalls on his coantry-
men to thiow off the yoke of the House of
Aunstria,

King Willinm of Prussin, too, has been sud.
denly taken with a it of adection for the
Magyars, as one of the conditions stipulated for
the aceeptation of the armistice le that Hupgury
thall bave its ancwent Constitntion restored to
it. How kind! The blonted Hohenzollern who
throws his depoties into prison, and who has
just had the Senator Bernung of  FPraonkiort
arreeted, 18 very solicitous (or the subjects of
Fraucis Joseph. As regards big own, King Wil-
ham goes on the principle of “He whom the
Lord loveth He chastiseth,”

Blsmark, who s gtill the “Juck Nasty” of the
King of Prussin, sticks at nothing in order to
gain his ends. He is doing ull he canto urge
the Magyars to insurrection. Up to the present
time we have not hedard of any rising in Hun-
gary, In thetime of Maria Theresa the Magyars
saved the House of Hapsburg, but in those days
the soldiers ol the great Frederick had no
brecoh-loading needle-guns, and theré wue no.
body to cry “Elgen Kossath!" (“*Long live
Kossuth ")

The Prussians are now at Frankfort. The
leathern belinets met with no resistance in the
city of the King of the Jews of modern times,
Some went so fur p8 to strew flowers in the
streers, bur the poor old clothesmen and
schacherers of the “Joden Gasse” are so timid,
and we know that fear is the mother of flattery.,
We must not omit to mention that Moses, Ben
jamin, Bamuel, and Elenzer have long ago senf
away the “monish” to pinees of satety, It is very
lkely that haughty Prussia will dictate laws to
Germany. The poscession of the capital of Ger-
many is another trump card in Bismark's hand

As 1 have alrendy mentioned, the Prussinns
have again given another prool of their love ol
tberty by arresting many of the authorities of
the town, and two or three editors of papers.
This is not to bewondered at—the King of Pras
sin detests chatterers and scribblers, He has
shown but little respect for his German consiu-.
whom he haes either had arrested or thrown
from their thrones, and confiscated their cash
boxes,

We hear that Tuzcany, belonging to the King
of Hanover, contaiped 230,000 thalers worth o
bars of gold and silver, besides 200,000 thalers in
bank notes,

A PRETTY GOOD HAUL.

The Duke ol Nussau must be added to the list
of petty German prinees who has been obliged
to take to his heels rrom fear of the Prussinns,
The King of Hanover, the King o” Saxony, the

dlector of Hesse, the Duke of Saxe-Meiningen,
and the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmestadt,
ere now arc all down pumongst the dead men,

Notwithetanding all this;, Wiiliam of Prussia is

said 10 be a good old sowl, He would not injure

a fly! The followiong ancedote will give us an

iden of the kind-heartedness of the heud of the

Hohenzollerns:—

When Genernl Gablentz came to the Prussian
camp »t Haritz with a fing-oltruce, he was pre-
sented to the King of Prussia, who kissed
him on bLoth cheeks.

Though It takes a good denl to depress the
gpirits of the French, there Is no doubt but tont
the Iate political events have been a great
damper on amusements in Paris; the task of
chronicler of light mattenbas therelore begome
much more arduous,

The nspect of the French oity is at present
dull, 1o say the lonst of it—conversution almost
nlwaye runs on war and the breech-londing
“necdiegun,” Heer von  Bilemark, and the
Quudrnilaterul,

Our political #afons are now deprived of many
of their sture. Mudamea de Metternich, one of
the planets of high life, is now In deep mourn-
ing, it [is supposed lor the reverses of Austrin:
it can e naught else, as the report that the
Austrian Ambassadress had lost two brothers
at the baiftle of Badowa turns out to be quite
unfounded. Her excellency is cyidently in very
low spirits, und ber ahsenee from gay cireles in
Paris 18 very much felt, as she was the lile and
£oul of the renuions of e grand monde,

Madame de Mettornich was the first 1o intro-
duee the manners and dress of a cerinin cluss of
indies in wbat is generally culled good soctery,
The elegant Ambassadress was the spoiled child
off the Tuileries, and could do whatever ghe
plensed. She cven went so far as to danee the
dancan nt the grand masked bal! given ut Com-
peigne last year, muach to the pmusemoent of the
Ewperor and Empress, who, it i well known,
are anything but colie!

Theresa owes much of ber popularity to the
proteciion of the Princesa Metternich, who has
several times trented her guests to a4 perform-
ance of the low comic diva,

The characes and private theatrieals at the
Tuileries have always been under the mannge-
ment of the Anstrian Ambasgsadress, and the plots
of both charades and plays have not always
been of the most delicste nature;, and many o
mamma hus 1egretted anving tiken her daughter
to witness their performance, The example set
by the higher closses has had a baneful influ-
ence on sociely in general; and il we have now
some difMiculty in distinguishing a real lady
from something eise, we have to thunk Madame
de Metternich, who has introduced the {ashions
of the covotte,

We have begun by showing the weuk side of
this popular ludy. We must, however, in jus
tice not omit to mention that she is noted for
her kind-heastedness wod charity—uw prool of
which 18 to be found in her active exertions for
the widows and orphans of those who have
tallen in the 1econt German battles,

The corrupti m and depravity ot our capial are
daily Increasing, as js shown by the papers,
which of Inte have given an arpose ol the
doings of certam go-calivd hotel-keepers, where
the strangers who visit Panis are fleeced, and
decoyed into the society of blacklegs and
sharpere, 1tis the duty of the Paris chronicler
to et all strangers upon their guard oot to be
too easy in making sacqonintances in the hotels
of Pans with finely dressed gentiemen, and
more especially lades, who, for the most part.
are members of a cleverly organized set ot
ewindlers. ‘lhey sdopt the manuners, dress, and
langunge of welleducated and respectable
people, and, by their insinuating address, often
make prey ol the unwary.

I have oiten had 1o call. your attention to the
fallen state ol the dramn in France., It s,
however, my duty Lo say that the atuacks of the
press have had u good effect, tor of late we have
had one or two good pieces, Gringoire, ut the
Theatre Francals, and Jear la Foste, & translation
of Dion Boucicanlt's arraki-na-Pogue, which is
being nightly periormed to crowded benches g
the Gaietles; but the heat I8 very much against
the theatres, which, tor the most part, are piny-
ing to empty benches,

Cendrillon, & gra nd spectacle, at the Chatelet,
is =til] running # suceessiul career, and attraors
mostly provincials to witness the gorgeous
scenery and dregses,

These wariike times are very much agsinst
books ind hiterature, for who I8 the suthor who
wunts to grunt and sweat to write & book which
be is certain nobody wants to read? Alexandre
Dumus (son), however, who i2 8 man of peace,
and pever reads o newspaper, has just published
a work entitled “1'Affaire Clemenceau,” which
will become very popular some day, ¢, €., when
the war i= over, and there are no warliice tele.
grams Lo read.

Another book which is likely to make o gensa-
tion is “Notre Dime de Thermidor,” by Arsene
Houssuye; it Is 4 biogruphy of M'me Tallien, and
gives ao interesting account of the times of the
Dircolory.
